As in- 
dustry became more diversified and 
specialized and honest, said Sir 
Josiah Stamp, the less would dis- 
putes, which were simply ques- 
tions of right and wrong, In a 
legal or moral ‘sense, bulk In pro- 
portion to disputes about questions 
of degree,’ and qualitative .judg- 
ments of performance. Thus a 
machine specialized to'deal with 
legal aspects was less and less ap- 
propriate to deat with the finer 
technical questions and compticat-. 
ed issues of fact and degrees of 
fact. : i 


Ban Brute Force 


Again, ad industrial (and inter- 
national) relationa weveloped and 
were subject to change, the 
“proper” adjustment to make ns 
between parties who each natural- 
ly felt the force of their own in- 
terest or contentions more than the 
others (and with mutual good will 
could not tind a basis of agree- 
ment), was - less and less to be 
settled by brute force and warfare, 
and mote and more with ultimate 
gain to both, by the application of 
impartial and. disinterested ‘but 
skilled judgment. . There was, 
therefore, an increasing field of 
discussion reclaimed from the con-

care, aS 
A Common Function 


But a second line was.the ab- 
straction of a common function of 
many widely . separate activities, 
and its specialized development. 
For examplh, statistical science 
was a handmatd to most branches 
of . knowledge (eg. medicine, 
public health, finance, taxation) 
and every advance In its general 
technique was s common service, 
So arbitration, applying to many 
fields, would have. its common

Ghanghal.—In announcing that the 
Chinese Customs revenue for 1928 
totals 82,692,000 Halkuan taels, an 
increase of 18,597,000 Halluan tacle 
as compared with 1927, the Inspec- 
tor-General states that: all: foreign 
loan and’ Boxer indematty obliga- 
tions secured on the Customs re- 
venue have been met in full, the 
expenditure under this head in silver 
umounting to -57,888,000 Shanghai 
taels, He adds that the service, 
both Interest and redemption, ofall 
domestic loans aecured on cancelled 
indemnitles have lkewise been met 
In full. ; : 

The interest on those domestic 
loans which are secured on the 
Customs surplus and the service of 
which ia under the control of the 
officiating Unspector-General, have 
also been met in full, The redemp- 
tion payments on several of these 
latter loans have also been made, 
but such payments, owing. to the 
Insufficiency of the revenue surplus, 
are atill in arrear of schedule. 

Returning to the Customs re- 
ceipts, the total of 82,332,000 
Haikuan taels, at ‘an average ex- 
change of 2a, 111-16d. represents 
in sterling 212,028,000, which com- 
pares with a sterling total for’ 1927 
of £9,684,000, with an average ex- 
change rate 28, 919-16d., showing 
a sterling increase of £2,514,000. 


Shanghai's Lead 


Most ports contribute to the in- 
crease in revenue, Shanghai easily 
heading the. Hst., | Considerably 
more than a third of the whole re- 
venue collected ia derived from the 
latter port as the great entrepot of 
China's foreign’ trade. The Shang- 
hai total is. 88,669,000 . Haikuan 
taels, an ‘increase of 7,978,000 
Haikuan taels on 1927. Hankow, 
with a revenue. of 5,117,000 Haikuan 
taels, yields the next highest 
increase—namely, 2,209,000 Hai- 
kuan taels, :

of the drug, our knowledge of the 
precise date ‘when its’ remedial 
properties were first discovered, 
and of ‘the manner of ‘that dis- 
covery, is largely’ traditional, and 
4s still enveloped in mystery. 
picturesque story is related by 
Geoffroy of an Indian who, hav- 
ing lost himself in the dense 
forests of. Peru, became stricken 
with fever, and at length collapsed | 
from exhaustion beside a little 
lake. He drank eagerly of the 
water, into which a cinchona tree 
had fallen, and awoke, after ‘a 
troubled sleep, to-find that the 
fever had left him. There is, how- 
ever, no foundation for this 
legend, which was not recorded 
until late in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The same may be sald .of 
the tradition related by La Conda- 
mine in 1788, that the febrifuge 
properties of the bark were dis- 
covered by the natives through 
watching the pumas chew it in 
order to cure their fevers. As a 
matter of fact, the aborigines of 
South America, with the excep- 
tion perhaps of.the tribes in the 
neighbourhood of Loxa, appear to 
have been quite ignorant. of its 
medicinal virtues.. Markhain ob- 
aerves that it also significant 
that the medicine bags or wallets 
carried by the native itinerant 
doctors, whose materia medica 
had been handed down from: the 
time of the Incas, never contained 
cinchona bark, ' . : ; 
Although Peru was discovered 
in 1518, and had, submitted to the 
Spanish by 1550, no mention has 
been found of the bark earlier 
than the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, Joseph de 
Jussieu, who visited Loxa in 
1739, believed that the first know- 
ledge of the properties of cin- 
chona was derived by the Indians 
of Malacotas, ‘some leagues south 
of Loxa, a town founded by’ the 
Spaniards in 1646. He states that 
the use of the drug was.first made 
known to a Jesuit missionary who, 
when suffering from an attack of 
intermittent fever, was cured by 
the bark, which was administered 
to him by an Indian chief at Mala- 
cotas in 1600, and La Condamine 
claims to have discovered a manu- 
script in the library of a convent 
at Loxa in which it-is stated that 
the Europeans of the province 
used cinchona’ about the same 
time. A similar story is related 
of Don Lopez - de Canizares, .the 
Spanish Corregidor of Loxa, who 
is gaid to have been cured of fever 
by taking the bark in 1630. The 
fact, however, that its local nama 
was “qui a," which means 
bark of barks,” seems to indicate 
that some special value was at- 
tached to it. ! i 
“Jt is somewhat remarkable 
that, although. the : Indians. of 
Peru strongly adhere to their tra- 
ditional ‘customs, they made no 
use of: cinchona medicinally;, and. 
even in more recent times actual- 
jy ‘had a prejudice , against it in 
many cases.” Poeppig, writing in 
1830, « says’ that; the people of 
Huanuea, who! frequently suffer

The young’ widow, who was a 
woman of great: beauty, became 
lady-in-waiting to. Queen Mar- 
garet, wife of Philip II, and while 
at court she married - for the 
second time, Her new husband 
was the Count ot Chinchon, who 
was Lord of the Castle of Chin- 
chon near Madrid, and of eighteen 
towns in the kingdom: of Toledo. 
The count was appointed Viceroy 
of ‘Peru in’ 1628, and. with his 
Countesa made solemn entry into 
Lima on January 14, 1629. ‘When 
the news that the countess. was 
suffering from fever reached Don 


Francisco Lopez de Canizares, the} _ 


Corregidor of Loxa (who ‘had 
himself been cured of an attack 
by means of the drug), he at once 


dispatched a packet of the. pow-/. 


dered bark to Dr. Juan de Vega, 
physician to the countess, assur- 
ing him of its efficacy in‘the 
treatment of “tertiana.” De Vega 
decided to give it to his ‘patient, 
with the result that the countess 
‘made a rapid and complete re- 
covery. : 


According to “a manuscript by 
Hipolito Ruiz, the particular 
species from which the bark ad- 


ministered to the’ countess was 


taken was that known to the 


bark collectors of the time as 
“Cagcaritla de Chahuarguera,” 
which abounds in cinchonidine. 
Howard points out the interest- 
ing fact that it was therefore to 
this particular: ‘alkaloid that the 
countess owed her cure. . After 
her recovery the countess became 
an enthusiastic advocate of the 
remedy, and caused quantities of 
the bark to be collected, which 


she not only administered to her'| - 


dependants, but distributed to 
those suffering from fever. Thus 
fE came to be called the “coun- 
tess’s powder.” ' 

. Hanbury declares that the bark 
was certainly known in Spain in 

1689, a year before the countess 
returned to Europe, as_on that 
date it was administered for the 
first time to a priest at Alcala de 
Henares near Madrid, The coun- 
teas came back to Spain in the 
spring of 1640, and brought with 
her # quantity of the bark, with 
the intention of distributing it 
among those suffering from fever 
on her husband's estate, ‘where 
tertian fever was very common, 
When Dr. Juan de.Vega followed 
her, shortly afterwards, he 
brought with him a further ‘sup- 
ply, which ‘it is sald he sold at 
Seville for 100 reals a pound, 

Little more is known, of the 
bark until 1658, when Chifflet, 
physician" to the Archduke 
Leopold of Austria and Governor 
of the Low Countries, wrote a re- 
port on,the drug and its introduc- 
tion. into Europe. He says: 
“Among the wonders of the day 
many reckon the tree growing in 
the Kingdom of Peru called. Lig- 
num Febrium, whose virtues 
chiefly reside in the bark, which is 
known as China Febris.. During 
the Jast few years it. has bet 
imported into Spain, and thence 
sent to the . Jesuit, Cardinal 
Joannes de Lugo at Rome.”. 

In‘ 1652 Chifflet’s master, the 
Archduke, had been taken ill 
with fever.and was treated with 
the bark, but although he recover- 
ed from two attacks he refused to 
fake it in a subsequent one, to 
which he succumbed, The physi- 
cians of the time were divided in 

to. its. value.

AMERICAN CRITICISM OF 
BOARD'S ACTION 


New York.—Mr. Blake, asso- 
ciate director of the Cunard Line, 
has: written to Mr. O'Connor, 
chairman of the United States 
Shipping Board, stating that the 
Board’s action in assigning the 
liner “President Roosevelt” to 
the Ward Line (between New 
York and Havana) for competi- 
tion against the Cunard Line is 
forbidden by the .United States. 
Shipping Law of 1910. . 
The “President Roosevelt” be- 
gins her trips to Havana in about 
a week's time, and is advertised 
to sail thereafter on the same 
days as the Cunarder ‘‘Caronia,” 
The allocation to the Ward Line 
of the “President Roosevelt,” Mr. 
| Blake says, is “an attempt to re- 
| strict foreign steamship com- 
panies from freely trading be- 
tween the two, countries. There 
‘\have been, and are, laws restrict- 
‘ing other countries from c¢ 1pet- 
. ing in coastwise trade, but never 

before have there been restric- 

tions againat international trade.” 

“A Fighting Ship” 
Mr. Blake proceeds to remind 
Mr. O'Connor that in a telephone 
conversation Mr. O'Connor refer- 
red to the “President Roosevelt” 
{as “a fighting ship,” an expres- 

sion applicable to any vessel put 
linto a particular trade by a car- 
rier for the purpose of excluding, 
‘preventing, or reducing competi- 
|tion by driving another carrier 
‘out of the trade. Such employ- 
;ment of a ship, he continues, is 
| prohibited in the United States 
Shipping Law under a penalty of 
{26,000 dollars. ‘ 

The letter concludes :—-“Our 
; Proper recourse in such circum- 


. , stances ag now confronts us would 


;naturally be to refer the matter 
‘to your Board, but as the ship in- 
|volved is actually the Board’s 
vessel, and ig put into the trade 
.,on the terms described above by 
the Board, we may find it neces- 
sary, if we are damaged to any 
‘appreciable extent, to appeal to 
the Courts for relief.” 
The Cunard Line recently decid- 
ed to assign the “Caronia” to the 
FF New’ York-Havana service. This 
Was resented in America, and the 
Shipping Board itself retaliated 
‘by assigning . the “President: 
Roosevelt,” said to be a faster 
boat, to ‘the same service. More- 
over, the Ward Line, which oper- 
- ates the route, announced a reduc. 
tion in passenger rates in respect

TRAFFIC PERILS 
STEAM ROLLERS AS 
TERRORS 

While the matter is sub-judice 
we hesitate to write much about 
that terrible accident which befell 
three Europeans recently in| 
Singapore, resulting ‘in the death 
of one, and in severe injury to two 
others, It will be recollected that 
the evidence so-far given to us 
acemed to show that a motor-car 
was being driven rather fast 
along a certain road on a moon- 


ne —light-night,-and—that_the motor | 


car collided at full speed with a 
stationary  steam-roller and 
moved the latter two inches. So 
far this is all the evidence that 
we have seen. We shall await full 
details about the proceedings 
which are being instituted against 
the unfortunate owner-driver: 0 
the smashed Morris Cowley car, 
and must in the meantime post- 
pone all comment. 

But are we in Penang in dan- 
ger of something of the sort hap- 
pening? On the coast road, just 

_ beyond the 42nd milestone, we 
passed a steam-roller which 
had one red lamp so placed: 

that it was difficult (if not impos- 
sible) to see it when approaching 
it from the Tanjong Pagar side. 
The steam-roller was drawn up on 
the left of the’ road, and the light 
was easily visible to motorists 
coming from George Town; but to 
these the roller was not a menace; 
only. for those who would be likely 
to collide with the steam-roller 
was the solitary red lamp 80 
placed: as to be almost invisible. 
Surely this is ‘a very dangerous 
way of protecting a steam-roller, 
especially in view of the Singapore 
tragedy? : 

There is another matter which, 
needs ‘attention. |The rear ligi.ts 

- on some bullock carts, (but only 
of those plying for public hire), 
are a source of danger to all other 

‘traffie using the, roads. We 
passed. a motor: bus, the rear 
light of which was only a candle 
protected by.’ some red cloth. 
The authorities are particular 
enough about frosting the lights 
of motor cars which are driven by, 
and: belong’ to, well-to-do citizens 
‘and those with traffic sense; why 
are they not more particular about 
these public pests ‘which, ply for 
hire? When lamps ‘are examined 
we would suggest ‘that it is just 
as important to look at the back 

. of a motor car as at the front, and 
to be especially careful. of any 
vehicle that plies: for hire—
